Turkish Nationalists, 
fixed 
their 
signatures to the protocol. 
The armistice terms 
represented 
tlie utmost concessions the western 
powers would make to the Turks. 
Previous to the conclusion of the 
armitsiee, Sir Chalres Harrington, 
British commander-in-chief, notified 
I-met Pasha 
that the protocol re- 
pre-entcd the final terms of the al- 
ies, as he had the backing of both 
France and Italy. 
Calling of* the peace conference, 
which is designed to bring 
perma­ 
nent peace in the Near East, is to 
come soon. 
As far as is known, no action was 
taken on

suggestion 
of 
the 
Yench that the parley be held at 
Scutari, Turkey, on November 1. 
Five copies of the armistice were 
signed.

Chicago Board of 
Trade 
Officiais 
Testify in Federal Trade Com­ 


mission Inquiry 


CITE THE PR IC E O F 'B A R L E Y 


Chicago, 111., Oct. 11— Prohibition 
is the main reason corn 
and oat 
prices are now below war level, Chi­ 
cago board of trade officials told the 
federal 
trade 
commission here to­ 
day. 
Joseph P. Griffin, president of the 
board, explained that the department 
of agriculture in 1900 began a cam­ 
paign to increase the production of 
barley in this country. As a re-ult 
of that drive production 
of 
this 
grain w as increased 
from 
40,000 
bushels to 200,000 bushels in 1920. 
“With this 200,000 bushels a year 
on hand which has been piling up 
for three years,” Griffin said, “ It is 
impossible to expect 
that 
normal 
conditions will exist in other grain 
prices. 
Oats and com , especially, are in­ 
fluenced by the barley supply and 
the Volstead act, Griffin said.
